Responding promptly to President 
Wilsons appeal, the Senate Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations today voted 
to recommend immediate ratification 
of general arbitration treaties between 
the United States and the leading 
countries of the world. These were 
laid before the Senate later in exeou- 
tive session and will come up fer 
ratification soon. 

The far-reaching character of this 
group of treaties is shown by the 
long list of first-rate powers with 
which they are made, including most 
of the great powers of Europe., South 
America and the Orient. On the list 
are Great Britain, Japan, Italy, Spain. 
Norway, Sweden, Portugal, Switser- 
land and Francé, the treaty with the 
latter having been ratified last Feb- 


ruary. 

Similar treaties, which will expire 
within a year or two, exist with the 
Netherlands, Denmark, China, A. 
tria-Hungary, Peru, Salvador, Costa 
Rica, Paraguay, Haiti, Ecuador, Bra- 
zil and Uruguay. Another treaty of 
the same kind with Mexico expired 
last June and was not renewed. 

Aside from the importance of these 
treaties in the cause of arbitration 
some them have a larger signifi- 
cance in affecting the political and 
international relations between the 
United States and other countries.

LOST LINER’S SURVIVORS 
CRASH IN FOG. 


Forty-one Is Total Number of Victims of the Cob 
lision Off Coast of Virginia—Stricken Vessel Goes 
Down in Ten Minutes Amid Scenes of Indescribable 
Panic in the Murky Darkness. | 


ORFOLK (Va.) Jan. 30.—The 
’ story of how forty-three persons 

went down to death in the chill 
waters of the Atlantic when the liner 
Nantucket rammed and sank the 
steamer Monroe early today, was 
brought to port tonight by the eighty- 
five survivors of the sunken ship who 
were rescued and brought to shore 
by the Nantucket. 

It was a story of awful and sudden 
death, sweeping out of the dark and 
fog and taking unawares the doomed 
half-hundred with the heaviness of 
sleep still upon them. It told how 
the stricken Monree, with her side 
gored deep by the knife-like steel 
prow of the Nantucket, filled rapid- 
ly, rolled over on her side, and in a 
few minutes turned over and plunged 
to the bottom carrying with her the 
passengers and members of the crew 
who had failed to get clear of the 
wreck. 

Tonight the revised lists prepared 
by Capt. Johnson, who survived the 
sunken vessel, showed: 

Lost—Passengers, nineteen; 
twenty-two; total, forty-one. 

Sav Passengers, thirty-nine: 
crew, sixty; total, ninety-nine.

When the crash came those aboard 
the Monroe were in bed and asleep. 
Only Capt. Johnson and the crew on 
deck were up. But the shriveling of 
the stricken vessel and her listing mo- 
tion, as the water poured through the 
gash in her side, awakened the sleep- 
ing passengers and sent them clam- 
bering toward the deck. Warned by 
the officers, they hurriedly adjusted 
life preservers and made fer the tilted 
deck.

VILLA ADOPTS 
WAR ETHICS. 


Will Try to Act Civilized in 
Future Campaigns. 


Says He Never Attended Day 
or Even Night School. 


Lacking Education, Docsn’t 
Want to Be President.

JUAREZ (Mex.) Jan. 30.—Gen. 
Francisco Villa announced today that 
civilized warfare, particularly with 
reference to the treatment of pris- 
oners, would hereafter be adopted by 
the rebels. He procured a little book 
from United States army officers deal- 
ing with “the ethics of international 
warfare,” which he said would be put 
into practice in the rebel army and 
he added that henceforth no Federal 
officers would be executed unless they 


previously had been captured and on 


being released had broken parole. 
The statement of the rebel leader 
was of interest because of the im- 
pending attack on Gen, Refugio Ve- 
lasco’@ Federal garrison at Torreon, 
which is looked upon as the probable 
scene of the next big military move- 
ment in Mexico. Gen. Monclovio 
Herrera, one of Villa's commanders, 
with a brigade, today moved south 
from Escalon. Escalon is more than 


- half way from Chihuahua, the present 
base, 


to Torreon. It may be a week 
or ten days before the rebels actually 
open the attack, although they are 
moving toward the Federals in great 
num ber. 

Meantime Chihuahua city, with 36,- 
600 population, the largest rebel 
stronghold, is rapidly being trans- 
formed into “the provisional capital 
of the republic.”

ALBUQUERQUE (N. u.) Jan. 39. 
~—That the huge meteor which last 
night struck in the Sandia Moun- 
tains, twenty-five miles east of this 
eity, hi somewhere near the camp 
of the La Luz Mining Company, was 
confirmed today by the harrowing 
stcry told by Donald Brown, fore- 
man of the La Luz mine; Martin 
Garcia and Luis Gonzales, who were 
at the mining camp when the meteor 
struck. 

According to Brown, he and his 
companions were playing cards in a 
cabin in the camp, when they sud- 
denly heard a roar and there was a 
glare that made the camp light as 
day. They rushed outside and saw 
the meteor, apparently headed direct- 
ly for the camp. They had proceeded 


|} several hundred feet from the cabin 


when the flery substance struck the 
earth with a thud that shook the 
ground, and an instant later there 
was a terrific explosion, caused by 
the power-house near the camp blow- 
ing up. 

The concussion caused by the 
meteor striking the earth set off a 
quantity of dynamite and powder 
stored in the wder-house, which 
was on the side of the mountain, 
1000 vards away. This explosion com- 
pletely wrecked the mine building. 
The cabin, in which the three men 
had been playing cards, was blown 
to atoms. A stove in the cabin was 
lodged in à tree 200 yards away. The 
men, terrified by the occurrence, im- 
mediately started for this city on 
foot, arriving here this morning.

All that is done is to await 
a report from the United States Con- 
sul at Ensenada Sunday, when the 
prisoners are due to arrive there.

While we were 
in the lifeboat we picked up a man 
and a woman. He was holding her 
by the hair in hig teeth and was al-

“The Nantucket stood by us. and 
those of us who could climbed up the 
rope ladder to gét on board. Those 


who were not able to follow us were 


lifted aboard the Nantucket by the 
ald of ropes.” 

Mrs. T. J. Woods of Norfolk was 
hurrying to New Tork to be with her 
husband, whose death occurred there 
almost simultaneously with the sink- 
ing of the Monroe. Mrs. Woods, with 

za wounded head, was borne frcm the 
steamer Nantucket today ignorant of 
her husband's death. She was al- 
most overcome from exhaustion, hav- 
ing been pulled by a rope through one 
of the Nantucket's portholes. 

W. Albert Snyder of East Orange, 
N. J., was among those of the rescued 
who had to be sent to the hospital. 
Synder, who Was long in the water, 
is suffering from exhaustion. . 

W. C. of Milwaukee came 
from the Nanfiieket, as did many 
others, with his pajamas and a 
blanket as his only garments. Clau- 
sen, who was among those first re- 
ported lost, escaped with a cut foot. 
Ralph -Flannagan of Brooklyn went 
to the hospital temporarily. 

One of the most thrilling stories 
told by survivors was that of Miss 
McCombs. She was one of the nine 
members of the Macria . Theatrical 
Company who survived. Miss Mc- 
Combs owes her life to the bravery 
of Charles Sutton, a member of the 
Monroe’s crew, who leaped over- 
board and kept her afloat in the icy 


waters until they reached one of the | 


Nantucket’s lifeboats. 

Miss Hilda Havilend, leading lady 
of her company and with whom Miss 
McCombs was rooming, appears to 
have been seriously affected from her 
severe experiences in the disaster. 

James O'Connell of Washington, 
D. C., escaped . He was in the 
water for some time, but is only 
slightly indisposed. 

A. G. Brown of Brooklyn waa 
among those who were forced to 
walk along the side of the Monroe 
as she careened just before sinking. 
Finally all were washed into the sea. 
The Monroe went down easily, how- 
ever, and there was but little suction. 

CAPTAIN MUCH DEPRESSED. 

Capt. E. E. Johnson, who com- 
manded the Monroe, came from the 
Nantucket much depressed. He said 
he felt in no condition to talk about 
the disaster and would have to defer 
any statement until he has time to 
make an official report to the officials 
of his company. 

The steamer Nantucket, after re- 
maining for some time on the scene 
of the accident, was joined by the 


O14 Dominion steamer Hamilton, 
bound from New York to Norfolk, 
ond was convoyed by her to Nor- 
folk. 

Thousands of people crowded the 
river front to watch the Nantucket's 
arrival at Norfolk. The ghip’s decks 
were crowded with survivors wrapped 
in blankets. Doctors had been sent 
on tugs to meet her. 

The Coroner of Norfolk will go 
into an inquiry bearing on the death 
of Mrs. Harrington and Lieut. Cur- 
tis.

CAPTAIN SAVES BOATLOAD. 
(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, Jan. 30.—-The pres- 
ence of mind of crew and passengers 
alike was responsible for the saving 
of so many lives from the Old Do- 
minion liner Monroe, Which sank off 
Hog Island early today, according to 
a statement iasued tonight by H. B. 
Walker, president and general man- 
ager of the Old Dominion Steamship 


Line. 

In his statement, Mr. Walker sys 
that Capt. E. E. Johnson, master of 
the Monroe, launched lifeboat No. 7 
with the ald of eight volunteers and 
then picked up twenty-seven perscns 
who had jumped into the water just 
before the liner sank, making the to- 
tal saved by this boat thirty-five. 
Equally good work was done by First 
Officer Guy _Horsley, who, after 
launching boal No. 3 with ten pas- 
sengers, rescued twenty-four persons 
who had jumped from the deck of he 
steamer, Lifeboat No. 1 was smashed 
as she landed in the water, and No. 
2 capsized. 

Fourteen persons were saved ty 
two boats from the Nantucket. One 
of the life rafts of the Monroe proved 
the means of saving the lives of ix. 
while another saved four persons. 

Second Officer J. E. Gately went 
below immediately after the collision 
ty ascertain the extent of the damage 
done. He found most of the passen- 
gers on he promenade deck. He 
tried to get them on the boat deck but 
did not succeed. When the Monroe 
went down he floated off on a ladder 
and was later picked up. 

The law of the sea, that women and 
children must be saved first, cost the 
chief wireless operator of the Monroe 
his life. He was standing by boat No. 
3 when he saw a woman without 4 
fe belt, and gave her his. Mr. 
Walker's statement counts him among 
the dead. The woman was saved. 

One of the passengers, a mining en- 
gineer, followed the example of the 
chief wireless operator. What be- 
came of him has not been learned. 

Nineteen passengers of the Monroe 
have so far not been accounted for, 
the statement says. To the list of 
those saved have been added, the 
statement says, the names of Mrs. J. 
M. Ray, K. P. Lyons and B. B. Ver- 
non, due to the fact that they were 
unconscious from shock when picked 
up. The names of these passengers 
could not be learned earlier. 

The Macria Theatrical Company, 
six of whose members perished in the 
Monroe disaster, was sent out by WIIl- 
liam Woods, now in Boston, as mana- 
ger of the Boston Theater. It opened 
the season recently at Newport News, 
Va. The play was a dramatization of 
a novel of the Southern Confederacy 
by Augusta nse. The dramatist 
was Charles M. Jelleff of Baltimore, 
among those who met death. 

The Lewis in the death list was 
George Lewis of New York, stage 
manager. He also had a part in the 
play. Marle was a young actor. His 
home address is not known here. An- 
other actor who perished was B. B. 
Vernon, a New York man, formerly 
manager for a western stock com- 
pany. 

FIRST DOMINION ACCIDENT.

GREAT RICHES 
FOR CHARITY. 


Broad Field Opened by the 
Philanthropists. 


Pauperization of Race Is 
Made Impossible 


By Systematizing M ethods of 
Relief. 


{Boston Transcript:] Is a new day 
dawning in philanthropy? Our multi- 
millionaires are making their great 
gifts on a new and scientific plan, and 
organized charity is flowing in ever 
broader and better channels. There 
never has been a period when more 
pains have been exercised by the rich 
to do good with their money. There 
is a contest for the new uncovered 
field. The free corn that the Rom- 
ans gave away nearly demoralized 
their society. Hope still lives in the 
changing signs of the philanthropic 
times that by proper systematizing 
our charity dollars will not pauper- 
ize the race. | 

rs. Edward H. Harriman, the 
richest woman in to 
the K p heiress, has established a 
* to handle the 10,000 
“begging letters she receives every 
year—to assort the worthy and the 
unworthy, the lying schemers and the 
truthful destitute. When the 20,000 
letters of the first two years were 
finally tabulated, the astonishing fact 
was disclosed that their combined re- 
quests called for $180,000,000, or about 
20 per cent. more than her entire 
fortunate. Obviously, some discrimt- 
nation was needed; and after certain 
projects had been looked into, several 
gifts were made. The examination is 
proceeding, and after the merks of 
various proposals have been estab- 
lished, other Harriman donations may 
be expected. 

It has been a serious handicap to 
charitable work that there is no com- 
prehensive, unbiased plan available 
for finding out on a broad scale what 
ought to be done next, and in making 
this information accessible to those 
who wish to give of their means. Be- 
cause of this defect, many who need 
gifts are unable to have their re- 
quests considered, and some strug- 
giing institutions are crippled. On the 
other hand, a few old and well-known 
associations continue to receive im- 
mense donations for needs which are 
not really pressing, because of the in- 
tercesslons of persons acquainted with 
the givers of money for charity, and 
the’ tendency of philanthropists to 
give in the easiest, safest way pos- 
sible. 

That such a statement is unfortu- 
nate is freely admitted by men like 
William Rhinelander Stewart, presi- 
dent of the New York State Board of. 
Charities. “An explosion is necessary 
to wake people up,” he recently told 
me. The remedy is not out of reach, 
and it will not be long before the giv- 
ing of money for philanthropy will be 
on a more systematic basis than now 
prevails. 

Although $250,000,000 the past year 
has found its way to the coffers of 
charitable, educational and religious 
organizations throughout the United 
States, this record will soon be passed. 
The public shows signs of awakening 
to the pressing needs yet unfilled. And 
as the annual increase in our national 
resources begins to be measured in 
‘billions and our aggregate wealth is 
so vast as to put it beyond the power 
of the rich to spend more than a rela- 
tively small proportion on themselves, 
there is simultaneously a quickened 
spread of the twentieth century doc- 
trine that the holders of great for- 
tunes are but trustees for their less 
fortunate neighbors. 4 President 
Wilson expressed it at the dinner of 
the Southern Society in New York 
City in December, the pressing prob- 
lem of the age is the ameloriation of 
me lot of the poor. 

No great amount of imagination 16 
necessary to conceive of an era 80 
methodical and painstaking in its 
charitable work than the great uni- 
versities and colleges will offer 
courses of systematic instruction in 
the science of investing money wise- 
ly for social welfare. As a matter of 
fact, a far-seeing and conscientious 
millionaire could at this time render 
a striking service to humanity by 
endowing chairs in philanthropy at 
Harvard, Princeton, Yale, Cornell, 
Pennsylvania, Williams, thé Univer- 
sity of Chicago, Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Johns Hopkins, Leland Stanford, the 
Universtiy of California and else 
where, where it would be easy to 
reach and influence large groups of 
students. Such a course of instruc- 
tion would comprehend not only the 
lectures on sociological questions 
that are now being given at many 
institutions for higher learning, but 
original, constructive work, It would 
be feasible, then, for a rich man's 
son to make his own research. in the 
various types of human need which 
already had been satisfied by phili- 
antrophy, and to ascertain at first 
hand what problems remained that 
he could help solve. 

It becomes clear that even after 
the lapse of 100 years, the effects of 
haphazard giving for charitable work 
are startlingly unsatisfactory. There 
is the example of the Sailors’ Snug 
Harbor, the richest private philar- 
thropy in the world. 

In his wildest dreams it was quite 
impossible for Robert Richard Ran- 
dall tb conceive that the nondescript 
farm he originally gave as the source 
of income for a home for unfortunate 
and disabled seamen, in less than a 
century should become fabulously 
valuable. But there has been 2000 
per cent. Increment in its value: and 
the sixteen odd acres of meadow and 
swamp, which in 1801 Randall valued 
at $45,000, is today the center of New 
York's clothing-factory district, and 
includes twelve city blocks, which 
extend from Waverly place to Tenth 
street, and Astor place and Fourth 
avenue to Fifth, with an estimated 
valuation of more than $90,000,000. 
For a long time the institution literally 
has had more money than it knows 
what to do with. 

Less than 7000 sallors have been 
admitted since it was opened, and 
at the present time there are about 
900. It is probable that the number 
will be smaller in a few years, as 
our American merchant marine grows 
annually less. Yet under the condi- 
tions of the founder’s bequest, his gift 
is in “perpetuity.” And as this valua- 
ble property may not legally be sold, 
with the exception of small parcels 
to raise money for the purpose of im- 
proving other. parts, thé philanthropic 
world is trying to pugzle out the fu- 


— of this 1100,00, Franken 
stein. 
For the purpose of this article it is 


worth while only to observe that per- 
haps the principal lesson drawn from 


these considerations by its president 
—a man whose experience as head of 
the New York Chamber of Commerce 
and a great national bank enables him 
to speak with authority—is that the 
dilemma facing the trustees of Sall- 
ors’ Snug Harbor might have been 
averted on one condition. And this 
is that the State should never have 
yielded to the pretensions of an auto- 
cratic private philanthropy and weak- 
ly relinquished its wise practice of 
visitation and inspection of the 
finances and work of the sailors’ 
home and other private charitable in- 
stitutions, and of exercising @ just su- 
pervision over them. 

Happily, since the days of Randall's 
fructifying gift, philanthropy has tak- 
en great strides in the direction of pa- 
tient investigation and wise action. 


In the decade following the Civil War 
a great change took place in the do- 
main of philanthropy, and the first 
large single gifts for higher education 
were made by two American multi- 
millionaires—George Peabody in do- 
nating $5,000,000 to a fund for gen- 
eral educational welfare in the United 
States, and John F. Slater in setting 
aside $1,000,000 to aid educational 
work among the negroes in the South 
—were the forerunners of the bene- 
factors who in recent years have 
amazed the world. 


— — 

Who has not marveled at the en- 
ample of Leland Stanford, whose 820. 
000,000 for the foundation and en- 
dowment of the great university in 
California which bears his name was 
the first gift of magnitude, and with 
one exception the greatest for Amert- 
can education? An impressive host 
of names comes to mind as we reflect 
on the glory of the age; eur men 
and women of means for fully half a 
century seem to have been possessed 
of a powerful and apparently irre- 
sistible impulse to direct immense 
portions of their wealth so that it 
should return to the people of the 
United States. 

And what is better is the tendency 
to go on in this direction until the 
giving of thousands of millions for 
philanthropy has become one of the 
most suggestive and sublime features 
of our civilization. Think of what it 
signifies that not a single great es- 
tate or fortune which is commonly 
known about in America, has been 
free from this impulse! No parallel 
is to be found either in the history 
of Great Britain or the continental 
states of Europe in the fifty years 
just ended for the stupendous gifts 
of philanthropy made in the United 
States. 

The foreign members of the Inter- 
national Congress of Chambers 0 
Commerce expressed open-mouthed 
amazement in Boston last fall that 
institutions such as the Peter Bent 
Brigham Hospital and the Forsythe 
Dental Infirmary could possibly be 
the individual gifts of two charitably- 
inclined men. “We never heard of 
such generosity,” they said, “except 
on the part of kings and emperors.” 

The gifts during the past fifty years 
in the United States have aggregated 
$1,750,000,000. When we come to 
analyze this staggering total we are 
not greatly surprised to find that 
fully $700,000,000 went to colleges 
and general educational funds. About 
$500,000,900 has been granted for 
the advancement of religious work; 
$325,000,000,000 for charity, and the 
remaining %$225,000,000 to hospitals, 
sanitaria, infirmaries, clinics and 
medical education. 

Before these amazing gifts had 
reached their present proportions— 
fully fifteen Fears ago—it began to 
dawn on one or two of the wealthiest 
philanti.ropists that some method or 
science of giving must be worked out 
in order to guarantee the proper dis- 
position and use of their surplus. 
John D. Rockefeller, who was among 
the first to study this question, in 
1895 confided to a friend that he 
realized his greatest problem was to 
ascertain what the wise and economic 
distribution of his wealth should be. 
About the same time Andrew Car- 
negie began to puzzle out how grant- 
ing large gifts might wisely be 
planned and acted upon. 

The theory of these pre-eminently 
freat philanthropists was very sim- 
ple. They wanted to make certain 
that their benefactions should be so 
bestowed as to be free from all ap- 
pearance of charity, thereby avoiding 
the danger of encouraging pauper- 
ism, idleness and lack of thrift. 
Money thus given, in short, should 
have for its primary object the incul- 
cation of habits af economy, self- 
reliance and industry and second- 
arily promote every honorable amd 
tion to make the best use of natural 
gifts of intellect and character. This 
principle makes clear the reasons for 
what has seemed to many a rather 
rigid and technical manner of be- 
Stowing large gifts. 

Credit is due to Mr. Carnegie for 
his being the first, and, indeed, the 
only multimillionaire of the age to 
adopt the most advanced and, in fact, 
the final position for the giving away 
of his fortune. The future chroni- 
cler of the development of philan- 
thropy in America will be able to cite 
the year 1912 as the beginning of a 
new era in systematic giving, when 
there was created the “Carnegie 
Corporation of New York,” with a 
preliminary gift from the tronmaster 
of $25,000,000. And in the closing 
months of the year the announce- 
ment followed of his transferring 
3100,000,000 additional to it, leaving 
a balance in his own hands of 4238. 
000.000 for his family. : 

The trustees in practive have auto- 
matically undertaken the supervision 
and administration of thea $200.000,- 
000 benefactions of Mr. Carnegie, 
whose practice of making personal 
gifts may now be said to be virtually 
at an end. 

Curiosity has been expressed in 
many quarters that so comparative- 
ly little interest has been displayed 
by Mr. Carnegie in furthering either 
religious or hospital work. As to the 
former he takes the position that 
tremendous fortunes already have 
been poured out for both churches 
and missfons, to the practical exciy- 
sion of the projects to which he has 
thrown much of his support. He has

It has been 
ascertained by the Sage Foundation 
that there is a lack of systematic 
organization of the various local 
charitable associations in many cities 
throughout the United States. Con- 
sequently the emergency needs of the 
poor in seasons of industrial depres- 
sion have been too often neglected, 
with the result that many families 
have become permanently destftute 
and a charge on the public aime 
houses.

Mrs. Helen Gould Shepard, one of 
the most popular woman philanthro- 
pists in this country, has given away 
fully $5,000,000.

Sun's Warmth Penetrates Hardly 
More Than Three Feet Below the 
Surface of the Earth. 


far does the heat of the full sum- 
mer's sun penetrate into the ground? 

Probably not one person in ten 
will give an answer that is even ap- 
proximately correct. Their replies 
generally vary from one inch to many 
hundred feet. Actually the distance 
is about three feet. Beyond this 
depth the temperature of the soll 
does not vary appreciably from hour 
to hour, let the midday be ever so 
hot and the midnight ever so cold. 
At this depth the mean temperature 
in the summer is about 58 degrees 
Fahrenheit, and in the winter about 
36 degrees Fahrenheit. 

And the annual difference? That 
is to say, the depth at which there is 
some difference betweén the summer 
temperature and that of the winter? 
Well, at a depth of sixty feet it is 
impossible to measure any change 


head. Go down only forty feet and 
it is minute—barely measurable, 
But at twenty-five feet to thirty feet 
it is quite a definite amount, says 
Tit-Bits. 

The surface heat takes a long while 
to penetrate downward. In fact, 
curiously enough, the change in tem- 
perature of the ground takes just 
over six months to reach the end of 
its twenty-five feet journey. Thus 
we are faced with the phenomenon 
of midsummer upon the surface oc- 
curring at the same time as midwin- 
ter twenty-five to thirty feet down, 
and vice versa. 

As most people are aware, the 
temperature increasés with the depth. 
At three feet down the average an- 
nual mean is just short of 45 degrees 
Fahrenheit; while at twenty-five 
feet it is just over a degree more, 
that is, 47 degrees Fahrenheit. 

In agricultural districts you win 


hear farmers in the same village 
talking about “cold” soils and 
“warm” gsolls. This, although it 


sounds improbable to those who have 
never had anything to do with the 
land, is an actual fact. 
Everybody knows, from 
experience, that black clothes are 
hotter to wear when a hot summer’s 
sun is shining than white ones, hence 
the “flannels” for men and the 
white frocks for girls. The reason 
for this is that black and other dark 
colors absorb heat, while white and 


the lighter shades reflect it. And 
this applies to soils equally with 
clothes. 


Those soils which by their ingredt- 
ents are a darker color are literally 
warmer than their lighter neighbors. 
Peaty solls, some of which are near- 
ly black, others a rich, dark brown, 
are the warmest. Light-colored clays 
and chalk the coldest. There may he 
as much as 15 degrees or 16 degrees 
Fahrenheit difference between the 
temperatures of two soll, lying next 
each other, and upon the same day. 
On a warm summer's day the tem- 
perature of peaty soll may well be 
over 87 degrees Fahrenheit, while a 
field of similar situation tn 
: © same district, will not rise above 

3 degrees to 74 degrees Rahrenheit.

DEATH ALMOST. 


Sister Keeps a Long Vigil 
Over Departed One. 


For Twenty Days Tenderly 
Cares for Body. 


Weird Story of a Lifetime 
of Devotion. 


Nature was so kind tog Miss Nan- 
nette Warren, a spinster of 42 years, 
in the hour of her greatest tragedy, 
that it caused her to make a shacking 
violation of the health laws of the 


ty days later—yesterday—nature ex- 
posed the tragedy by claiming its own 
processes. There then was exposed 
the most weird death vigil of which 
Los Angeles has ever been informed. 

In the Ivins Hotel, at Tenth and 
Figueroa streets, lived Miss Nannette 
Warren, and her elder sister, Mary, 


affectionate and devoted friends. 
Mary was the more delicate of the 
two, and claimed the attention of a 
semi-invalid as well as of a 4 

On the fifth floor of the hotel chey 
reserved an e ive suite of rooms, 
some two yea ago. When asked 
where they came from in the East, 
they answered: “Toledo, O.; we are 
real Buckeyes,” and then they would 
mention some of the foremost fami- 
lies of that commonwealth, which es- 
tablished their stapaing. 

They had money. Their dresses 
were costly. Plain women, both, they 
demanded the richest in wardrobe, 
and adorned themselves with some 
that were valuable as well as individ- 
val. Miss Nannette was the financial 
adviser and manager of the two. Her 
sister cared more for society. Neither 
had ever married. 


LOST IN INVESTMENT. 


Nannette was a plunger in things 
financial. She had always longed to 
be a man that she might accomplish 
her desire in the business world. 
When Alexander Graydon, living at 
the Burlington apartments. told the 
Misses Warren of some choice invest- 
ments in fiber lands in Mexico, Miss 
Nannette considered, concluded and 
plunged. She invested nearly the full 
— of the Warrens in the Mexico 


Then came the Mexican strife, a 
falling off in land values; and poverty 
approached the apartment on the 
fifth floor of the Ivins. Mrs. Mildred 
Bense of No. 1886 Preston street was 
one of those who learned of it. She 
knew the despair of the sisters. 

They curtailed society, retrenched 
In expenses, and became almost her- 
mits. Mary, the elder of the two, 
sickened. All their lives the sisters 
had lived together. There was even 
talk of their having had the same 
sweetheart many years ago in Ohio. 
If so, it was a cherished secret they 
shared, for they shared all things. 

On January Mary's illness grew 
worse. Her fever became high. 
Nanette became distracted. She sat 
by Mary's bed and watched. Aud in 
the early hours of the morning came 
the great tragedy into ne life ol 
Nanette. She saw Mary straighten 
her limbs with a sigh, relax gently 
and set herself in the rigor of death. 

When nature took from Mary her 
life, it touched the brain of Nanette. 
It left her a babe, as fat as the hor- 
rors of this life are concerned; but 
a mature woman in the bonds of - 
delity and loyalty. 

With the brain withdrawn from its 
éontrol, Nanette applied herself to 
the weird duty of guardian to her 
Sisters forsaken body. She bathed 
it at dawn and at eventime, tenfled 
it with all the ministering tenderness 
that a sister could conceive. 

Neighbors came to know that 
things were strange in the apartment 
of the Warrens. Papers were al- 
lowed to accumulate outside the door. 
No more milk was purchased: the 
garbage can was wunexchanged; the 
daily commerce of the place was 
stopped. 

The neighbors grew curious. With 
littiie subterfuges Nanette was in- 
veigied from her vigil to answer the 
telephone on plausible excuses. How 
was the sister? Very well, thank you, 
but too ill to desire any company. 

When Mrs. Mildred Bense called, 
Nanette was delighted at ner kind- 
ness, but would she kindly accept the 
excuse of the Warrens? Miss Mary 
was abed, and would feel embarassed 
to recive friends in that condition. 

Mre. L. L. Woods, a telephone 
woman at the hotel, called at the 
apartment ten days ago, to deliver a 
message. She found the door ajar 
and walked in. She saw a figure re- 
clinitng in the bed. Miss Mary, she 
thought, and understood Nanette's 
hushed gesture and warning. Nan- 
ette transacted the business of the 
moment, and Mra. Woods withdrew. 

“Mysterious,” she said, “but things 
look all right.” 

Already Miss Mary had been dead 
* fortnight. 

One day the Japanese boy who 
cleans the apartment monthly called 
and wished the occupants to vacate 
the rooms temporarily that he might 
clean them. No, Nannette wished him 
to leave, she said, because she did not 
wish to disturb her sister, the silent 
sister in the bed. Over her were

county, and is desert in 

character. Under the grant of Con-

to find all the sections in place, in 
cases where the public land had not 
been surveyed. The selections in- 
volved were made when that work 
was completed. 

Some time ago Joseph Durkee and 
Charles Magill, expert land examiners, 
attached to the General Land Office, 
and representatives of the Geological 
Survey, made an investigation and re- 
ported that thé land is more valuable 
for its deposits of gold, silver and 
copper chan it was for agricultural 
uses, 

The Southern Pacific Company 
filed an answer containing a 
denial of the report of the expert 
investigators, and the pending hear- 
ing will be on an order to show cause 
why the selected list’ heretofore made 
by the company should not be can- 
celed on account of the mineral char- 
acter of the tracts.

bedside. He was cross and irritable 
at times and never seemed to be 
pleased with anything his wife did 
for him. 

All these deponents laid stress on 
his constant use of profanity and 
rough language, especiaily when re- 
ferring to religious matters or to his 
brother Caleb and his family. 

Mrs. Alice Marston Hasti 
daughter of Mrs. Marston, Holyoke’s 
foster-sister, testified that he was 
rough and brutal in his language, 
and that he became much infuriated 
when opposed in any of his wishes.

BY “MAJJI RAJJI.” 

A curious turn was given to the 

case when Majji Rajji, a self-styled 


Hindu healer, took the stand to tell 
of the treatments he had given Hol- 
yoke dyring July, 1911. The wit- 
ness was gorgeously arrayed in 
bracelets and rings, brooch and pins, 
pendants and lockets of all manner 
and kind, and carried a slender 
wand. He described his system of 
healing as being similar to Christian 
Science. When pressed for details, 
he said that he treated by “rathma- 
tic” breathing, general massage and 
his special divine power. This divine 
power,” he said, “created a harmon- 
ality and congeniality in the corpus 
clusium of the brain and made the 
mind act right.“ 

He said that he treated Holyoke 
about twenty times and that the old 
man was much improved in health 
by his ministrations. 

During the three weeks or so that 
the treatments were being given he 
said that Holyoke often spoke of how 
ungrateful the Marstons had been, 
and of the “shameful way” in which 
his wife had treated him. His nieces, 
deciared the “mystic” were the only 
persons for whom he expressed any 
affection, and to these nieces he in- 
tended to leave his property. All this 
time he seemed to act in a perfectly 
sane and rational manner, so far as 
Majji was able to determine. 

“LEFT TABLE IN RAGE.” 

Richardson, who was 
head waiter at the Hotel Maryland 
in August, 1911, when Holyoke came 
there to live, said that he had known 
Holyoke by sight while he was a 
guest at the Hotel Green.

He proposes the establishment , 
of a government bank in every city of 1000 
inhabitants, provided with government funds 
to loan to people who are in need of funds. 
The ordinary banks and the rural credit 
banks will be expected to furnish funds for 
farmers and other solvent people. The 
Coxey banks will loan money only to the 
insolvent, the idle and the worthless. To 
provide 500,000 of these with monthly loans 
of $50 each for a year would only require 
$300,000,000, and surely the American peo- 
ple will not begrudge a trifle like that for 
“the relief of the unemployed.” 

Gen. Coxey’s method of inviting attention 
to the wants of the unemployed is to mar- 
shal 600,000 of them into an army which 
shall tramp from Ohio to Washington and 
besiege and beseech Congress to pass a loan 
bill. Who is to provide tents and: rations 
for the trip is not stated. That the farmers 
along the route would extend the hospitallt- 
ties of their homes, stables and barns and 
turn their henroosts, pigpens and larders 
over to the army may be doubted. That 
the proprietors of the village stores would 
close their establishments and place armed 
guards around them is probable. That 
every public building and park in Washing- 
ton would not hold 500,000 men is undoubt- 
edly true. That Congress could not be in- 
timidated by a half-million 1.W.W.’s may be 
conjectured. 

The local opportunities all over the coun- 
try for looting henroosts, porch-climbing, 
burglary and highway robbery are too great 
to warrant an abandonment of them for the 
doubtful benefits proposed by Coxey’s 1000. 
mile pedestrian excursion. The chances are 
that it will never be undertaken.

y of Apples. 
[Indianapolis News:] It has been 


estimated that the contribution to the 
apple market from the Far North- 
west during the present year will 
amount to. 10,000 cars. By 1916 the 
output, basing calculations on pres- 
ent acreage of young trees, will be at 
least 30,000 cars, and it would not be 
aurprising to the large growers if the 
total reached 60,000 cars by 1919. 
At the present average price for ap- 
ples that would mean finding a market 
for $51,000,000 worth of fruit. This 
price will not be maintained, however, 
unless some way of handling the fruit 
in @ systematic manner shall be de- 
vised, and the growers are already 
taking the matter up with the ship- 
pers. There are many organizations 
of growers in the Northwest, and 
it is entirely likely that some scheme 
bringing the membership of all these 
into one association will be the result 
of the present agitation.

JOSEF HOFMANN AT THE APEX 
OF HIS CAREER. 


— — 


Simple Yet Masterly Interpreta- 
tion of Virtuoso Brings Out - 


traordinary Applause and Tears of 
Emotion as Tokens of Deep Appre- 
ciation for His Art. 


BY HECTOR ALLIOT. 


Josef Hofmann demonstrated yes- 
terday that neither lone hair nor ex- 
agcerated pompadour is a necessary 
aid to piano playing, for he wears his 
hair as short as most people who have 
any. 

In his concert at the Auditorium 
the artist was the same Hofmann ! 
have seen from time to time, since 
as the original “wunderkinéer” he in- 
terested many audiences years ago. 
Success, such as few artists harvest 
before 40, has in no way turned his 
head. He dominates his art, is de- 
voted to it but has never permitted it 
to absorb his every thought. In vari- 
ous pureults foreign to music, Hof- 
mann has not only found relaxation 
but has-been able to stand apart and 
away from his art and visualize his 
purpose more clearly than is the cua- 
tom. For that reason he has remained 
a normal, intelligent man of affairs, 
with one big business before him: 
1 Playing. He has approached 

is great task simply yet earnestly, 
reserving his temperamen outbursts 
for the hour, when seat in his old- 
fashioned padded stool, he piays in 
Outside, he is delightfully 
normal. This was the opinion 1 
formed of him years ago when he ap- 
peared in knickerbockers, and, curi- 
ously enough, it is the same criticism 
that a very young lady made at the 
Same time. Her father had taken her 
to the hall to hear, as @ reward of 
merit for good work; the famous prod- 
igy. She even shook his hand at the 
time, little dreaming that as Mrs. Josef 
Hofmann she would continue her ad- 
miration of the “wunderkinder” in the 
midst of an enthusiastic audience on 
the shores of the Pacific, many years 
later. 

Through loss of time and condensa- 
tion of recitals, the entire programme 
first scheduled for last Tuesday nicht 


was given yesterday instead of the 


one anhounced. 

It was an essentially tuneful pro- 
gramme, appealing to the ordinary 
concertgoer by its melody, as well es 
to students through the masterly in- 
terpretation of apparently simple 
themes. 

The opening number was Beetho- 
ven's Sonata, D minor, op. 31, No. 2 
in three movements, given with the 
rythmic accent and vivid contrast of 
coloring the work demands. 

Particularly clear and limpid was 
the rendering of the “adagio” move- 
ment. In the Beethoven-Rubenstein 
“Bagatelle in E flat“ and “Marche,” 
from “Ruines d' Athenes,“ the former 
was delicate and beautiful as a flicht 
of butterfiles, contrasting with the viril 
and ringing tones of the march. 

In the second part, the Sonate, B 
flat minor, Op. 35 of Chopin, showed 
the artist's preference for minor- 
keyed compositions and brought out 
his mastery of the piano. It can be 
said that Hofmann has now reached 
the full flowering of a great talent. 
Without odious comparisons, for mus- 
ical talents cannot be compared with 
one another more than a rose with a 
lily, Hofmann is one of the greatest 
Virtuosi on the concert stage today, 
without equal at this time in creating 
deep impression upon audiences, like 
no other pianist has been able to, in 
my recollection. — 

The feature of the well-known 
Chopin Sonata is the immortal 
“Marche Funebre,.” which has been 
played in concerts, festivals and fu- 
nerals for a generation. 

Yesterday, as Hofman brought out 
what he understood in that hackneyed 
march no one who was present will 
ever forget his rendering. Following 
the chaotic first movement (the he- 


ginning of lite) the stupendous 
“eacherzo” (the struggle) then the 
sulemn maenificent march with its 


booming bells, with the lute-like strain 
of song, the swirling wind over new- 
made graves, heads were bowed in 
the audience. As Hofmann posed aft- 
er the finale tear-stained faces were 
seen all around; tears of real, deep 
emotion created by the master player. 
When without bombastic § effort. 
simply Interpreting the thought of 


Chopin one can so deeply and zen- 


erally affect an audience the crown 
of the virtuoso may well be placed 
on his brow. ; 

In the third group of his pro- 
cramme, modern music by the most 
eminent Russian composers was gien. 
Rachmaninoff’s Polichinetle, a etrik- 
ine and fascinating composition, 
“Solree en Grenade” of Debussy und 
Dvorsky’s Barcarolle, somewhat tame, 
coneluding with the most tempestuous 
and the most technically trying 
“Caprice Espagnol” of Moszkowsky. 

Throughout the concert the very 
large audience applauded enthu- 
siastically and recalled the pianist five 
or six times after each group was 
played. He finally answered bv giv- 
ing Rubenstein’s “Melody in F“ an 
exquisite composition. delightfully in- 
terpreted. 

Rut the audience recalled and ap- 
plauded again. Hofmann bowed bis 
acknowledement a number of times 
and yet the audience kept its seats. 
T moved out, however, when instead 
of Hofmann, very prosaic and busl- 
ness-like stage hands came in with 
packing boxes labeled “plano legs, 
„piano stool” in big letters and begon 
te dismember the instrument. 

As a feature of the concert, dis- 
associated with Hofmann, was a little 
ovation tendered to Harley Hamilton, 
former director of the Symphony Ur- 
chestra, who returned yesterday from 
e long visit abroad, bronzed by the 
sea breezes, well and happy to be 
again among his own. He smilingly 
acknowledged the affectionate greet- 
ings of those who crowded about the 
box he occupied st the concert. 


A Different Reason. 


[Philadelphia Record:] An Indiana 
university professor has gained nation- 
wide fame as a scientist and explorer 
of foreign lands in search of rare and 
anknown animal life. He often asks 
for leave of absence from the univer- 
sity and also for money to pursue his 
explorations. Several years ag, he 
wished to go to Cuba on one of his 
scientific expeditions and asked for 
leave and assistance. The board of 
trustees of the university met on the 
question and discussed it at lenath. 
All but one of them finally decided 
he should be allowed to go, and then 
they turned to the one who had not 
expressed himself and asked what he 
thought of the proposition.

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LITERARY TREASURES. 


Sometimes Great “Finds” Are Made 
in Unfrequented Sections of Mu- 
seums and Librarics. 

(Tit Bits: J Hidden away in national 
museums and libraries, and stealous- 
ly guarded, are a number of price- 
less manuscripts and books which, 
but for a fortunate chance, might 
have been lost to the world. — 
chief treasure of a museum at t. Pe- 
tersburg if the oldest known Greek 
manuscript ot the New Testament, 
which was about to be burned by the 
monks of a Syrian monastery, when, 
by a lucky chance, one of the priests, 
struck with the antiquity of the manu- 
script, interfered in time to save what 
had been thought to be valueless. 

The incident reminds one that the 
Magna Charta, which is carefully 
guarded in a glass case in the British 
Museum, was saved from destruction 
by Sir Robert Cotton, who, so the 
story goes, one day had entered his 
tallor’s shop precisely at the moment 
when the knight of the scissors was 
about to cut up for patterns the 
ancient-looking document with its 
many imposing seals attached. Al- 
though Sir Robert did not at frst rec- 
ognize the value of the document, he 
judged it was something of historic 
interest, and purchased it from the 
tallor for a few shillings. After pass- 
ing through the hands of various gen- 
erations of his family. it at last found 
a resting place in the British Mu- 
seum. 

An interesting story. too, is at- 
tached to a valuable Greek mann- 
script which came to the Bishop of 
Uganto in „ startiing way. It was 
wrapped round a fish and brought in- 


to the bishop's presence. By the 
merest chance he examined it, and 
found it to be part of a treatise 


thought for many cehturies to be lost. 
The worthy bishop hastened to the 
stall of the salesman in the market 
where the fish had been bought just 
in time to save the remaining pages 
of this literary treasure. 

One of thé most highly-prized 
manuscripts of recent times, that of 
“In Memoriam,” was rescued just in 
time from a cupboard in a house 
where Tennyson had lived for some 
time as a bachelor. As a matter of 
fact, it was to the poet himself that 
the recovery was due, for he remem- 
bered that the book wherein he had 
transcribed the original draft had 
been hastily thrown into the cupboard 
where he had been accustomed to 
keep pickles and jams. When the 
friend sent by the poet to recover the 
manuscript arrived on the scene the 
contents of the cupboard had been re- 
moved by the landlady, who was just 
then engaged in her task of house- 
cleaning. and who tartly advised her 
visitors that they had come none too 
soon, in so much as she would that 
day have burned all the “trash” she 
had found. 

Among the valuable manuscripts 
discovered by chance might be men- 
tioned the famous journal of his Ital- 
lan travels written by Montaigne, now 
looked upon as one of the greatest of 
French literary treasures: while Mul- 
tons “Commonplace Book,” wherein 
werd entered the rough notes and 
plans of his poems, which for over 
200 years was lost, finally turned up 
in the garret of a neglected house in 
London. 


THE SPEED OF LIFE. 


People Have Got Away from the Old 

Ability to Listen to Day-l ong Ser- 

mons or Johnsonian Talks. 

[Harpers Weekly:] “No orches'ral 
concert should last over two hours. if 
as long as that. But last nicht's lasted 
nearly two hours and a half.” 80 
wrote a newspaper of a distinguished 
performance by the Philharmonic Or- 
chestra. 

What has become of our faculty of 
attention? In our larger cities well- 
fed persons will linger over the multi- 
tudinous courses of a dinner for sev- 
eral hours. But when artists render 
beauty they are timed to their finish 
as if they were on a speed race. 

In the early .days the Puritans, a 
hardy folk, hemmed in by Indtans, 
took over a continent and subdued a 
granite soil. And vet they had time 
enough to sit all day and listen to 
their parson uncover hell and picture 
heaven. To us of today the outer con- 
ditions of living are easy. Never was 
there so much time to spare for what- 
soever things are excellent. The 
hours of our work are cut down te 
ever-diminishing limits. 

Yet, too restless to enjoy, we bring 
our jaded te to each fresh offering 
and expect it to win its way through 
fatigue and ennui. If we can't reach 
our janglied mood we say, “It hasn't 
got the drive.” How can anythi 
great break through that tension 
You might as well write on the shift- 
ing sands as make a lasting impres- 
sion on tortured readjusting nerve cen- 
ters. 

Where are those evenings when Dr. 
Johnson would take his fill through a 
series of golden hours? Now we crowd 
an afternoon with a round of calls. a 
half-hour to a place, and then tune up 
the motor for the next fluttering de- 
scent and departure. A person will go 
from a Paderewski recital to a bridge 
party, and then top off with a late sup- 
per and a cabaret performance. And 
when the variegated day is ended, no 
echo of Chopin is left. 

How else can beauty establish its 
own conditions, and become a pres- 
ence, except as one goes to the ap- 
pointed place early and catches the 
hush, and lives quietly with that pres- 
ence, and comes away to a period of 
rest for reflection? 
mance and unfolding tragedy of life 
must be reduced to an anecdote. A 
speech must be susceptible of being 
boxed in as a string of epigrams. A 
policy in statecraft must be rendered 
“Speed is life,” said 
the rich young ruler who died the 
other day. But speed is the great 
refusal to live. It is.the attempt to 
cover emptiness with sensation. Speed 
carries us far away trom home, from 
noble poetry, from quiet thought.

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THE NARRATIVE. 

In this lesson again we have 8 
parable or an illustration rather) the 
value of which must be derived from 
a careful consideration of its setting. 
The Lord had been praying. evident- 
ly observed by His disciples. It is 
u remarkable and interesting Yact 
that we have no record of His pray- 
ing together with His disciples. It 
is evident that they were often with 
Him when He prayed, but that He 
prayed in separation from them. 
This statement Luke had alresdy 
made in one instance, very clearly: 
“It came to pass, as He was praying 
alone, the disciples were with Him” 
(ix:18.) On this cccasion when He 
ceased they said to Him, “Lord, teach 
us to pray, even as John also taught 
his disciples.” They did not inter- 
rupt Him until His praying was over. 
but we are certainly warranted in 
believing that as they watched Him, 
end in all probability listened to Him. 
there came to them a realization of 
the place and power of prayer in 
His own life, and of their limitation 
in this regard. 

We should moreover carefully ob- 
serve that they did not ask Him to 
teach them how to pray, but to pray. 
This is an important distinction. It 
is quite possible to do it, and yet 
to be quite unable to pray. 

His answer was really a very care- 
ful and illuminative one. He frst 
repeated in an abbreviated form the 
prayer which He had given them in 
His manifesto. He then gave them 
parable or lUlustration which gives 
title to our leason, and finally re- 
peated certain things He had said 
before, adding to them certain tlus- 
trations by way of argument. 

In Hig repetition of the prayer al- 
‘ready given nothing essential is 
omitted. The ret movement is that 
of prayer for the coming of the king- 
dom, while the second deals with 
the needs of His people under the 
present conditions of their lives. The 
value of the illustration and subse- 
quent teaching will be seen more 
clearly when we come to consider 
the teaching. 


THE TEACHING. 


In this answer of our Lord to the 
request of the disciples we have a 
pattern of prayer; the authority ‘or 
praying, and a revelation of the prin- 
ciples which must operate if we are 
to pray prevallingly. 

The pattern we have glanced at. 

The authority ts found in the fact 
that our Lord distinctly commanded 
His disciples to pray, and that in 
terms which assured them that 
prayer does prevail. 

Immediately after the uttering of 
the sentences from the pattern prayer 
we have a paragraph which really 
consists of our Lord's arguments con- 
cerning prayer. It falle into two 
parts, which are indicated by the 
repetition of the inquiry, “Which of 
you;” “And He said unto them, which 
of you shall have a friend;" “And of 
which of you that ie a father 
The first line of argument has to do 
with the asking: the second har to 
do with the answering. The first 
constitutes encouragement to pray; 
the second gives assurance that such 
prayer will be answered. 


The arguments concerning asking 


are contained in or result from the 
illustration of the friend. Let us 
examine this carefully. The case 
which Jesus suggested is that of one 
of themselves at whose dwelling a 
friend has arrived from a journey 
at midnight, for whom he can make 
no provision. He then goes to the 
house of another friend, and aska for 
loaves. For the moment let us stop 
at that point. So far the thbught 
about prayer is that it tongists of 
asking help frem a friend. on behalf 
of a friend who ig in need. This, of 
course, does not exctude from the 
realm of prayer personal needs, but 
it does lay emphasis on one of the 
Principal values of prayer, that it is 
intercession or asking on behalf of 
others. Let it not be forgotten that 
this idea has already been indirectly 
emphasized by the fact that all the 
personal pronouns in the prayer are 
plural; that a man praying that 
prayer must always take with him 
others and their needs into the pres- 
ence of God. 

To return to the illustration. Our 
Lord proceeding, supposed the friend 
who has plenty refusing to be dis- 
turbed, but at last consenting be- 
cause the one asking le importunate. 
He immediately continued, “And I 


say unto you; Ask, and it shall be 


given unto you,” and so forth. Now, 
the usual interpretation of the illus- 
tration is that our Lord intended to 
teach that there must be an impor- 
tunity in prayer. I do not so under- 
stand the illustration. I think its 
value consists not in similarity be- 
tween the friend who declined to be 
disturbed, and God; but in disparity: 
eo that the teaching intended is that 
to those who thus ask on behalf of 
others there will be immediate re- 
sponse. Indeed, it is questionable 
whether our Lord intended to suggest 
that any friend would treat them so. 
Notice that the whole question oc- 
cuples verses five. six and seven, so 
that what He really asked them was 
this: Supposing you have 4 friend, 
and go to him at midnight in this 
way, will he answer you so? The 
most, natural answer is, No, not if 
he a friend. However, the Mas- 
ter immediately continued that even 
supposing he did so, he would reply 
if they were importunate. Now, 
while it ia dificult to suppose that 
any friend would make such a reply, 
it is impossible to think that God 
would, and that is the great point 
of the teaching. Therefore, there 
need be no question in their minds 
about whether they may ask, seek 
and knock.

CEMENT MAN 
ANSWERS CALL. 


Riverside Shocked by Death 
of W. W. Poole. 


Ornamental Lights for Los 
Angeles Drivers. 


Young Republicans Form a 
Strong Organization. 


RIVERSIDE, Jan. 30.—Business, 
club and social circles in this city 
suffer a distinct loss with the passing 
of W. W. Poole, manager of the Riv- 
erside Portland Cement Company, 
whose death occurred at 2 o'clock 
this morning, after an illness of sev- 
eral months. The sudden end comes 
as a shock to the widow and the 
friends of the deceased. Following 
six months spent in a San Francisco 
hospital, Poole had rallied, and had 
recently. been down to his office. 
Pneumonia is declared to have been 
the immediate cause of his death. 

In 1900, Poole accepted the position 
of superintendent of the Southern 
California Cement Company, and pre- 
liminary to the installation of the 
great plant at Crestmore, not far 
from the Riverside city limits, spent 
several months investigating similar 
plants in other parts of the United 
States. 

The local plant, controlled by the 
Henshaw interests and known as the 
works of the Riverside Portland Ce- 
ment Company, was installed under 
Poole’s supervision as engineer, and 
later the Crescent City Railroad, 
owned by the same interests, was built 
under his direction. Later Poole was 
made general manager of the cement 
plant, and held the position up to the 
time of his death. 

The deceased was the son of a sea 
captain, who, in 1876, the years of 
Poole’s birth, had charge of a ves- 
sel plying on the Colorado River and 
made his headquarters at Yuma. The 
boys school days were spent in San 
Francisco. After graduating from 
the Vandernalien School of Engineer- 
ing, Poole filled various engineering 
positions, and became superintendent 
of the shops of the Krogh Manufac- 
turing Company. 

Later he entered the employ of 
Henshaw-Buckley Company as chief 
engineer, and remained with this 
company until Henshaw became in- 
terested in the cement deposits lying 
northwesterly of this city. 

The deceased was married in 1900 
to Miss Gertrude F. Austin of San 
Francisco, who, with her two young 
children, survives him. The mother 
and a sister, Mrs. James Melvin of 
San Francisco, are also living. 

Poole was a member of the Victoria 
Golf Club, the Country Club, River- 
side Lodge, No. 643, B.P.O.E.; Jona- 
than Club, Los Angeles, and of Orien- 
tal F. and A.M., San Fran- 
and Mission Chapter, R.A.M., 
San Francisco. 

Funeral services will be held on 
Monday, with the Masonic order in 
charge. 

ORNAMENTAL LIGHTING. 

If present plans carry, the property

The organization of 
these corporations is part of 4 
plan to refinance the Northern Elec- 
tric Railway Company, it was an- 
nounced « tonight. The Northern 
Electric operates northward through 
the Sacramento Valley to Chico and 
maintains several branch lines. 
The directors of the Sloss Securt- 
ties Company are Frank B. Ander- 
son, Herbert Fielshhacker, E. &. 
Heller, Percy Morgan, John G. 
Drum, II. C. Hoover, Leon Sloss and 
Louis Sloss, and these eight also 
form the directorate of the Sloss cor- 
poration. As trustees of the two cor- 
porations are Anderson, Fileishhacker, 
Heller, Morgan and Drum, and on 
them devolves the supervisorial re- 
sponsibility for Northern Electric's 
refinancing. 

THE SLOSS MILLIONS. 
The plan involves the financia) re- 
habilitation of a corporation de- 
clared intrinsically sound, but which 
is forced to meet obligations all fall- 
ing due at one time; and back of the 
prosaic details of the refinancing 
scheme is a human interest touch in 
the action of not only Louls and 
Leon Sloss, but of their mother, Mra. 
Sarah Sioss. in bringing forward the 
Sloss millions to bear the major bur- 
den of the plan. 
NORTHERN ELECTRIC'S HISTORY 
The Northern Flectric project was 
begun in 1905 by a group of San 
Francisco capitalists. The main 
stockholders were Leon Sloss, E. R.

Various consolidations in time 
were effected, and over all the un- 
derlying companies was placed one 
consolidated bond issue—the North- 
ern Electric Consolidated issue of 
December 2, 1907.

SANTA BARBARA, Jan. 30.—[ Ex- 
clusive Dispatch. } Discrediting the 
belief held by some that F. Lewis 
Clark, the Spokane millionaire, who 
disappeared from here two weeks 
age tonight, is alive, Chief of po- 
lice Ross and Walter Shute, em- 
ployed for years by Clark as u valet, 
today continued a search of the San- 
ta Barbara channel for his body.

She had advanced him 
money for this purpose, and the 
$2000 was the sum he had spent 
over the amount advanced. 

Byron L. Olftver married after 
many years of bachelorhood.
